TALS WAR 


Fascist Italian Secretary 
Warns Nation May Fight 
“At Any Moment” 


HELSINKI, (lP—Indications that 
Finnish troops again were resist- 
ing a Russian offensive to reach the 
Gulf of Bothnia across the “waist” 
of Finland were given in an official 
communique today reporting suc- 
cessful resistance on the Salla front. 

The communique said that, yes- 
terday, Finnish troops northeast of 
Lake Ladoga routed a Russian de- 
tachment one company _ strong 
(about 250 men) and destroyed two 
tanks. The Russians, the communi- 
que said, left 70 dead and about 100 
rifles on the field of battle. 

It was bitterly cold on all Finnish 
fighting fronts with temperatures 
ranging from 33 to 42 degrees below 
zero. Severe suffering was reported 
among troops and refugees from | 
cities. 

Wounded men froze to death, re- 
ports said, unless they were taken 
to shelter promptly, and anti-air- 
craft and machine gun crews had 
to fire occasional bursts to keep 
their weapons from freezing. Hot 
oil was used to start airplane mo- 
tors and the motors of automobiles 
were Kept running at all times.

Italy warned today that Fascism 
might “at any moment” take up 
arms in Europe’s wars. 

Fighting fronts in western Europe 
and Finland were immobilized by 
extreme cold, but in every land there 
was speculation as to what will hap- 
pen when the winter breaks and in 
Italy there were words that indi- 
cated a growing question as to the 
Fascist neutrality. ‘ | 

“We must not sleep in the illusion 
that Italy’s present stand regarding 
the conflict will be perpetual,” Gen. 
Ettore Muti, secretary general of 
the Fascist party, declared. “Fas- 
cist Italy might find itself at any

Circuit Court Of Appeals 
Denies Contempt Order 
In Westwood Labor Row 


SAN FRANCISCO, (iP—The Red 
River Lumber Company of West- 
wood was cleared today of charges 
| it had sponsored vigilante activities 
against union organization during 
‘many turbulent months. 
| The United States Circuit Court 
| of Appeals denied a plea of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board that 
the lumber firm be held in contempt 


; for its alleged failure to observe a 


| court order issued Feb. 6. 1938, di- 
recting it to cease interference with 
labor organization efforts of its 


| employes. 


Presiding Judge Curtis D. Wilbur 
wrote the decision, in which Jus- 
tices Clifton Mathews and Albert L. 
Stephens concurred. 

The court held that the lumber 
company had “in the main” com- 
plied with a labor board order and 
in at least two counts should not be 
held in contempt. 

On a third count which concern- 
ed the discharge of two employees, 
the court ordered attorneys to file 
briefs and affidavits within 10 days 
whereafter the matter will be taken 
under advisement.

BOARD CHAIRMAN 


WASHINGTON (tP—The Nation- 
al Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics believes that the 500-mile- 
an-hour sub-stratosphere airplane 
is only two years distant.
